Hamilton, O ., Feb. 8th—Charles V. 


Sherman, the wife murderer, has been 


convicted of mnrder in the second de­ 


gree and sentanced to the Ohio State 


penitentiary for life. 
The case was 


given to tho jury at 10:05 this morn- 


ing. 
The jury was ont five hours and 


twenty minntes, agreeing on a verdict, 


at 8:15 p. m. 
J ndge Beldons’s charge 


to the jury was considered favorable 


to the defendant. 


The defense rested its case Monday 
afternoon and with the rebutted testi­ 
mony submitted by the State the evi­ 
dence closed on both sides and at 4 


o’clock the arguments in the case be­ 
gan. 
The court allowed each side two 
hours for argument with a reasonable 
latitude 
that might ex tend bey ond 
that lim it but not to any great ex tent 
over it. 
The opening argument was 
made by the prosecutor at the conclu­ 
sion of which court adjourned until 
9 o’clock Tuesday morning, when the 
arguments were resumed. 
The court room was crowded to the 
lim it Tuesday by people who listened 
to the continuation of the arguments. 
Although the court nominally limited 
the arguments to two hours a side, 
the counsel for the State and the de­ 
fense were practically unrestricted as 
to the time they deserved to consume 
in their arguments. 
Prosecuting Attorney R. S. Wood­ 
ruff, m his opening argument Monday 
addressed the jory for 1 hour and 18 
minntes. 
Tuesday he was followed 
by Attorney Bickley for the defense, 
who ex plained to the^jury the various 
degrees of crime and 
argued 
that 
Sherman’s wife was the victim of her 
own acts, folly and passion, and that 
Charles V. Sherman was not to the 
ex tent of murder responsible for her 
death. 
He was followed by his brother U. 
F. Bickley for the defense. 
Prose­ 
cutor Woodruff closed the arguments 
in the afternoon.

In the last y ear, according to a re­ 
port of the Indiana Board of State 
Charities, Brown and Pulaski coun­ 
ties did not have a person confined in 
their jails within the period, owing 
to dmnkenuess. 
Vigo county , where 
1221 cases were reported, had the lar­ 
gest number. 
Other counties 
with 
high 
numbers 
were Marion. 
1282; 
Grant, 740; Delaware, 427, and Cass, t 
460. 
Eight counties, Allen, Clinton, i 
Howard. Madison. Miami, St. J oseph, j 
Sullivan and Tippecanoe, report from 
\ 
200 to 400. 
In all 12,774 persons were confined 
in jail on that charge in the entire j 
State the last y ear, as against 12,394 
the y ear before. 
Of this number 507 I 
were women, as opposed to 528 in 1908; 
12,267 men as opposed to 11,860 in 1903 
The total cost for the caring of these 
prisoners decreased slig htly from $37.- 
394 in 1908 to $37,750.22 in 1904.

Caldwell. 
The vote was unanimous 
in favoring the petition. 
A petition signed by some one hun­ 
dred residents of Sex ton. May s and 
farmers throughout the northern part 
of the county , who sought better con­ 
nections with the city , and asking 
that the franchise be granted, was 
presente« ! to council, and was prompt­ 
ly received and “ laid on the shelf." 
The proposition made by the Central 
Fuel company to furnish the water

passes. 
The senate railroad commit­ 
tee decided last night to favorably re­ 
port Senator Davis’ bill making it un­ 
lawful for steam or interurban road 
companies to give p asses to public of­ 
ficials. 
The house committee on pub­ 
lic morals after a two-minute session 
last night decided to recommend for 
p assage the Parks anti-cigarette bill. 
During consideration of the codi­ 
fication’s new criminal code the house 
by a vote of fifty-six to thirty-one kil­ 
led an amendment offered by Repre­ 
sentative Condo of Grant county, to 
abolish the death penalty and substi­ 
tute life imprisonment for p unishment 
for capital offenses.

Washington, Feb. 
8.—After a con­ 
tinuous sitting of almost nine hours 
the senate at 8:45 o’clock last night 
passed the joint statehood bill. 
As 
passed the bill provides for the admis­ 
sion of the states of Oklahoma, to be 
composed of Oklahoma and 
Indian 
Territory, and New Mexico, according 
to the p resent boundaries, with Arizo­ 
na eliminated. 
The long session was characterized 
by exciting incidents and many sur­ 
prises. 
Beginning promptly upon the 
convening at 
12 o’clock, the senate 
proceeded 
to 
consider 
the 
various 
am endm ents which had been suggest­ 
ed by the committee on territories and 
which had been passed over. 
One of 
the first of these taken up was the 
am endm ent prohibiting the sale of in­ 
toxicating liquors, in what is now In­ 
dian Territory, for the next ten years, 
and this was displaced with a substi­ 
tute offered by Mr. Gailinger which 
extended the amendment to the entire 
state for a period of twenty-one years 
and this was adopted. 
The first sup rise of the day came 
when the committee 
accepted 
Mr. 
Foraker’s amendment providing for a 
sep arate vote by each of the terri­ 
tories of Arizona and New Mexico on 
the constitution to be adopted by the 
proposed state of Arizona. 
That pro­ 
vision had scarcely been made a part 
of the bill when Mr. Bard presented 
his amendment which had been orig­ 
inally offered by Mr. Patterson and 
which provided for the admission of 
New Mexico as a state without the 
addition of Arizona. 
This amendment 
proved to be the point around w’hioh 
all the subsequent proceedings of im­ 
p ortance revolved. 
It 
was at 
first 
adopted by the close vote of 42 to 40. 
This vote was taken while the senate 
was sitting in committee of the whole 
and was reversed in the senate proper 
by the tie vote of 38 to 38. 
Subsequently the senate decided by 
a vote of 38 to 36 to entirely eliminate 
New Mexico and Arizona from the bill 
and this result had hardly been an­ 
nounced when Mr. Bard, in slightly 
changed form, renewed his proposition 
for the admission of New Mexico as a 
state, and this time the amendment 
prevailed by the vote of 40 to 37. One 
of the affirmative votes was. how’ever. 
cast by Mr. Beveridge, in charge of 
the bill, for the purpose of moving the 
reconsideration of the vote. 
He was 
p romp t in entering this motion as 
soon as the result was announced 
that the motion was laid upon the ta ­ 
ble by a vote of 39 to 38. 
The effect 
was to eliminate Arizona from the bill 
and to establish a state of New Mex­ 
ico and another of Oklahoma and In­ 
dian Territory 
In this form the hill 
passed. 
The defeat of the Bard Lm endn^nt 
In the senate after it had been adop t­ 
ed in committee of the whole gave 
rise to some 
interesting 
incidents. 
Mr. Bailey intimated that there had 
been a “trad e” regarding the adoption 
of an amendment, adding a portion of 
Arizona to Utah.
